$18 Million Coyote Dam Of 
Major Importance To Marin 


This week above Ukiah, ground was 
broken for the 18 million dollar Coyote 
Dam. Under ordinary circumstances a 
dam being constructed two counties 
away would be of only passing interest 
to the residents of Mann County. But 
this particular dam has a definite and 
direct effect of the utmost personal in­ 
terest to all of us here. 
The Coyote Dam is being built on the 
upper reaches of the Russian River. It 
is 3,500 feet long and 160 feet high, 
creating a lake five miles long and a 
mile wide. 
This will make a nice recreation spot 
for Marinites and will be a major flood 
deterrent to benefit local residents who 
have summer homes along the river. 
Col. John A. Graf, district engineer 
for the U.S. Corps of Army Engineers, 
called it the “most important single 
civil works project in the history of the 
San Francisco district (which includes 
Marin). . . and the most important flood 
control project under construction in 
Northern California today.” 


This, it no doubt is. But to Marinites, 
it is even more. Besides flood control, 
the dam will provide 70,000 acre feet of 
water storage. This water may well be 
vital to the future of Marin County. 
* At present we have enough water. 
Plans are being made to provide more 
from local sources. Long range plans, 
like the Biemond Plan, forsee water 
flowing into Marin from the Sacramento 


River and its northern tributaries. 
But water-conscious people of Marin 
are looking to the north for an addi­ 
tional source. Preliminary talks are be­ 
ing conducted right now on ways to get 
Coyote Dam water from the Russian 
River to Marin. Our water districts are 
vitally interested in exploring this pos­ 
sibility. 
Not only that, but in practically every 
other plan, water from Eel River or 
other northern streams is dumped into 
Coyote Lake, then into Russian River 
and in conduits across Sonoma County 
to Marin. 
So Coyote Dam itself is vital both to 
the near and distant future of Marin’s 
growth, for a water shortage is one 
thing which surely could limit our de­ 
velopment. 
It was unfortunate that Congressman 
Hubert B. Scudder could not have been 
present for this week’s ground-break­ 
ing. To Scudder, perhaps more than 
any one man, should go much of the 
credit for the fact that work has actually 
begun. In recent years he has been a 
fighting leader in the battle to construct 
the dam. 
He pushed through legisla­ 
tion, obtained federal money, and when 
Sonoma County politics bogged down 
start of construction until costs had in­ 
creased, he got additional federal funds. 
There were of course many others 
who worked hard and long to make the 
dam a reality. To them all, we Of Marin 
say, Thank you.

CAST AS DIPLO M AT 
Tito Becomes Man 


With Three Faces

President Tito of Yugoslav­ 
ia is building up a record for 
himself in the variety of his 
diplomatic and political roles. 
As a Communist, Tito visit­ 
ed Premier Nikilai A. Bulgan­ 
in and Communist party chief 
Nikita S. Khrushchev in Mos­ 
cow last month. 
As a neutralist, he con­ 
ferred 
in 
Yugoslavia 
last 
week with Prime Minister 
Jawahareal Nehru of India 
and President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of Egypt. 
As a member of the Balkan 
alliance — originally aimed 
against Russian aggression— 
Tito is now visiting King Paul 
and 
Queen 
Frederika 
o f 
Greece on the island of Cor­ 
fu. 


IN MOSCOW, Tito com­ 
pleted the patching up of his 
long, savage quarrel with the 
Kremlin which resulted from 
the late Josef Stalin’s attempt 
to ruin him. 
He agreed to re-establish 
cooperation between the Rus­ 
sian and Yugoslav Commu- 
• nist parties. 
But Tito made it plain that 
he has no intention of putting 
himself again in the Russian 
bloc of Communist countries. 
The communique issued at 
the end of his visit empha­ 
sized that “the roads and con­ 
ditions of socialist develop­ 
ment are different in differ­ 
ent countries.” That consti­ 
tuted formal recognition by 
Russia of “Titoism”—that is, 
of freedom from any obliga­ 
tion to follow the Moscow 
line. 
On his return home Tito 
said that he intended to main­ 
tain relations with the West­ 
ern allies. Later, he made it 
known that he would not

IN HIS CONFERENCE with 
Nehru 
a n d 
Nasser, 
Tito 
slipped into the role of neu­ 
tralist. 
The 
three 
leaders 
agreed in disapproving “the 
division of the world into 
powerful blocs of nations.” 
They called for an end to the 
testing of nuclear weapons, 
and tyr an agreement to out­ 
law their use. 
They also expressed “sym­ 
pathy for the desire of the 
people of Algeria for free­ 
dom.” But they also said that 
the rights of the French resi­ 
dents of Algeria should be 
protected. 
This was a blow to Nasser, 
who had hoped to get Tito's 
full support for the Algerian 
rebels against France. 
Tito’s present visit to the 
King and Queen of Greece 
is the most interesting of the 
three meetings. 
First, of course, as a Com­ 
munist Tito is against every­ 
thing that royalty stands for. 
In addition, only a few 
years ago Greece and Yu­ 
goslavia seemed to be at the 
point of war. He permitted 
the Greek Reds to send to 
Yugoslavia 10,000 or more 
children whom guerrillas’ had 
kidnaped from their homes. 


BUT ALL THAT is over, 
and Yugoslavia, Greece and 
Turkey are allied in the Balk­ 
an Treaty. 
The treaty at present is 
largely a paper instrument. 
Partly because of lessened in­ 
ternational tension. Partly be- 
c a u s e 
relations 
between 
Greece and Turkey are bad as 
the result of the Greek de­ 
mand for Cyprus. Turkey has 
made it plain that it will not 
permit the island to go to 
Greece. 
Undoubtedly, in the Corfu 
talks—which Greek Premier 
Constantine Karamanlis is to 
join for one day—Tito will 
be sounded out on the Cyprus 
issue. If he remains true to 
form, 
he will be politely 
sympathetic to Greece but 
keep himself balanced care­ 
fully on the fence. 


Scientist Chases 
Atom Dust In Air 
LOS ANGELES (W—Dr. Zde- 
nek Sekera, University of Cali­ 
fornia meteorologist, will seek 
to determine to what extent 
atomic dust fills the strato­ 
sphere after an H-bomb ex­ 
plosion. 
He will study the differences 
in the degree of polarization of 
the daylight sky before and af­ 
ter the recent H-bomb test* in 
the Pacific. 
Similar measurements have, 
been made following major vol­ 
canic eruptions. It was found 
that huge clouds of volcanic 
dust drifted through the stra­ 
tosphere around the world. The 
research will be done under a 
contract with the Atomic Ener- 
Commission and the Air 
orce. 


The 84th Congress has writ­ 
ten a record which will bear 
significantly on who will win 
control of the next Congress, 
but 
will 
not 
likely 
bear 
significantly upon the Presi­ 
dential campaign. 
On balance it seems to me 
that the record will be a 
greater asset to the Demo­ 
cratic 
Congressional 
candi­ 
dates than to the Republican 
Congressional candidates, but 
will 
not 
adversely ‘affect 
President Eisenhower's popu­ 
larity with the voters. 
If Eisenhower is defeated— 
as few now believe he will be 
—it will be for reasons oth­ 
er than his difficulties with 
Congress, including difficul­ 
ties with his own party. 


ON THE BASIS of meas­ 
ures enacted and defeated by 
a Democratic-controlled Con­ 
gress during the past two 
years, the following conclus­ 
ions stand out: 
1. This has been a “do 
something” Congress. It has 
a substantial budget of legis­ 
lation to its credit. The Dem­ 
ocrats have not engaged in 
anything approaching “a par­ 
tisan cold war,” as the presi­ 
dent rashly predicted in the 
1954 campaign and later took 
back. The Congressional Dem­ 
ocrats have not opposed the 
administration petulantly or 
perversely, and have careful­ 
ly avoid«! the kind of legis­ 
lative stalemate which has 
occurred in the past when 
House and Senate have been 
dominated by the party op­ 
posite the president’s. 


2. MOST OF the legislative 
controversies 
h a v e 
b e e n 
muted and moderate-expres­ 
sive of the political climate 
of the times. The result is 
that this Congress has not 
created any issue which will 
be a sharp instrument in the 
oncoming election. The Demo­ 
crats will cite their support 
of high rigid price supports, 
but the controlling farm is­ 
sue will be more the market 
price of farm products, now 
tending to rise, than legisla­ 
tion. 
The 
Democrats 
will 
press the cause of public pow­ 
er, but this is not an issue 
which 
will 
determine 
the 
Presidency. 
3. Party lines were fre­ 
quently blurred on both sides. 
While a majority of the Re­ 
publicans deserted the ad­ 
ministration on critical votes 
affecting federal aid to school 
construction, the mutual aid 
program and U. S. member­ 


ship in the Organization for 
Trade Cooperation, no com­ 
pelling evidence from the re©- 
ord would enable the Demo­ 
crats to 
campaign, should 
they so desire, on the argu­ 
ment that a Democratic Con­ 
gress would support Eisen­ 
hower better than a Repub­ 
lican Congress. At least the 
president doesn’t think so. 


4. FINALLY—and this may 
prove the most important po­ 
litical factor of all—the 84th 
Congress, with both Demo­ 
crats and Republicans con­ 
tributing, produced a record 
which has all the earmarks of 
middle-road 
moderation. 
It 
was a shifting coalition of 
Democrats and Republican* 
which shaped the final legis­ 
lative decision. This coalition, 
however it was made up, was 
almost invariably moderate 
bordering on the conserva­ 
tive. 
What emerges is that in 
nearly every instance where 
a move would seem to carry 
the administration program 
to a point many would con­ 
sider extreme, a coalition ma­ 
jority in Congress said no. 
The Democrats resisted the 
temptation to challenge the 
president on his opposition 
to tax reduction. This was 
party 
responsibility at 
its 
best. Congress could not ov­ 
erride the White House veto 
of high rigid price supports. 
It defeated the Hell’s Canyon 
public-power dam and shows 
little likelihood of passing a 
larger 
public 
housing 
ap­ 
propriation than the presi­ 
dent has asked. 


THE DEMOCRATS have re- 
shaped some of the presi­ 
dent’s 
measures 
more 
in 
their own not immoderate 
image. The Democrats pro­ 
v i d e d disability insurance 
coverage at the age of 50 and 
voted retirem ent benefits to 
women at the age of 62—not 
a radical addition to the Pres­ 
ident’s own social security 
program. Democratic action 
putting the new highway pro­ 
gram on a pay-as-you-go basis 
was conservative. 
The record of the 84th Con­ 
gress was moderate and sug­ 
gests that regardless of who 
wins the presidency this fall, 
the influence of the next Con­ 
gress will also be one of mod­ 
eration. The fact that under 
opposition 
Democratic con­ 
trol it was both productive 
and responsible can hardly 
fail to aid the Démocratie 
Congressional candidates.

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Did you get your animals made yesterday? Today we 
want to make spool birds. They are a lot like the animals, 
but look closely, they need only one empty thread spool. 
Again you will need some cardboard to make the head, 
wings, and tails. First cut out different shapes and patterns 
from scrap paper, then cut out the cardboard. Tne feet are 
made by wrapping a pipe cleaner around the thread spool, 
twisting it and separating the ends to form the legs and 
feet Glue the wings, tail and head in place. See how the 
head is put on? Just bend the tip back to one side and glue 
this to the spool. Make the birds in different colors and 
paint them to look like birds. The spools may be different 
color than the wings, head and tail. The wings will help 
them stand upright.

THE WIND IN HIS FISTS, by 
John Jennings, Henry Holt & 
Co., 384 pp. $3.95. 


Here’s a lusty newcomer to 
the parade of swashbuckling 
historical novels. Author John 
Jennings picks from his fore­ 
bears 
one 
D e n n i s 
Brian 
O’More to tell of the 16th 
Century clash in the Mediter­ 
ranean 
betw een 
Christians 
and Moslems. 
Built like a 
hero (six-six in his bare feet) 
and hard to miss in a crowd 
(flaming 
red 
hair), 
Dennis 
finds him self finally in the 
midst of the great naval bat­ 
tle which m arked the end of 
Turkish dom ination of the 
M editerranean. 
MORE THAN ONCE, Den 
nis’ singular height and flam­ 
ing topknot are his undoing. 
Hard enough to disguise in 
his native green, boggy Ire­ 
land when he becomes a fugi­ 
tive, it is an even greater 
handicap among the short, 
swarthy people of Spain. 
Into this hulk of a man the 
author fits a live human be­ 
ing. In a single paragraph, 
when he tells how Dennis’ 
m other and father were hang­ 
ed, he changes him from a 
boy to a man. 
The swift tum ble of events 
leave their m ark on the man. 
His flam ing tem per and rest­ 
lessness give way as he be­ 
comes every inch the soldier. 
His feeling for the underdog 
is bred of his own blisters 
and whiplash scars. 
A FLOURISH of a quill pen 
between kings sets Dennis en 
route to Spain, where his 
fondness for Lupe and her 
brother Manolo breeds a deep 
contem pt for the Spanish In­ 
quisition. Chance makes him 
alternately captain and cap­ 
tive. His physical endurance 
is rem arkable. We were wont 
to wonder, for instance, how 
a man hung by his thum bs for 
a week could manage to grasp 
the oar in a galley thereafter. 
The women in Dennis’ life 
range from the sweet Lupe 
and the gentle Italian noble­ 
woman M arina to a lusty little 
wench 
in 
Ireland 
and 
a 
nym phom aniac named Paoli- 
na, sister to Marina. 
The title of the book, “The 
Wind in His Fists,” comes 
from a Moslem saying by Tor- 
ghut, com m ander of the T ur­ 
kish navy. The term is equi­ 
valent to “salt in his blood,” 
meaning that Dennis has the 
makings of a seaman—a tal­ 
ent apparently lacking among 
the Turks. Dennis’ fellow of­ 
ficers are Moslem converts 
from a half-dozen countries. 
NOW DENNIS came to be 
in the upper echelon of the 


Marin neighbor, 
we extend 
our hearty congratulations— 
and wonder how he does it. 
SUCH AN AUTHOR is big, 
quiet-spoken John E. Jennings 
Jr. 
of 
Circle 
drive, 
Ross, 
known to some 120 Katherine 
Branson School students as 
“Daddy 
John.” 
Otherwise, 
husband of Principal Virginia 
Jennings. For all his labors, 
he looks about 10 years young­ 
er than his 49 years. 
Novel No. 20, ‘T h e Wind 
in His Fists,” goes on the 
bookstands Aug. 1. It follows 
the swashbuckling trail of 
such historical novels as “Sa­ 
lem Frigate,” 
“The Pepper 
Tree” and “Next to Valour.” 
It all started during the de­ 
pression when the Jennings 
were newlyweds. A fter des­ 
perate months of pounding 
pavements looking for a job, 
he saw the light — a street 
light, to be exact—at a mag* 
azine kiosk in Brooklyn. 
“I was getting pretty dis­ 
couraged and the shoe leath­ 
er was getting pretty thin,” 
he recalls. “Then 1 saw the 
street light shining on all 
those lurid covers.” 
So Jennings went home and 
began pounding out stories 
and novels for the pulps. They 
sold. He had covered a good 
bit of paper for Street and 
Smith Publications 
(notably 
Doc Savage’s Magazine) when 
he decided in 1938 to strike 
out for hard cover money. 
HIS FIRST, “Our American 
Tropics,” was a non-fiction 
study of Latin American tra­ 
vels. Then came “Next to Val­ 
our,” which novelist Kenneth 
Roberts charged was too close 
to his “Northwest Passage” 
for comfort. (As it worked out, 
Jennings’ book, published la­ 
ter, leaves off where Roberts’ 
work begins.) 
Jennings and Roberts cross­ 
ed literary broadswords again 
a few years later, when the 
M arinite’s 
“Salem 
Frigate” 
beat Roberts’ “Lydia Bailey” 
to the bookstands. 
Jennings heard about Rob­ 
erts’ book and changed his 
own to avoid conflict. Well, 
Roberts apparently got the 
same idea, and their plots 
crossed in Tripoli, just the 
same. 
This is one of the hazards 
of a historical novelist, Jen­ 
nings says. Every so often, 
more than one w riter will 
pick up the same period— 
even the same characters and 
incidents. First man to the 
bookstands is the most likely 
winner. 
THE TRIPOLI SEQUENCE 
in “Salem Frigate” and much 
of the locale of “The Wind 
in His Fists” is based on Jen­ 
nings’ travels in North Africa, 
which he first saw as a sea­ 
man in 1927. 
To augment his travels in

Europe, 
N orth 
Africa 
and 
South A m erican are several 
shelves of encyclopedias and 
historical volumes. He claims 
to be the only w riter ever 
turned out by the Colorado 
School of Mines (he was at 
Columbia U niversity a spell, 
too).

American 
W ars,” published 
in 1941, tells of the two liber 
ators of that continent, San 
Martin and Simon Bolivar 
Jennings thinks San Martin 
was the greater of the two. 
though less famous. 
HISTORY 
COMES FIRST 
with this w riter. His charac­ 
ters are not allowed to push 
major events around, although 
they are often present for 
the bloody climax. He never 
borrows 
from 
present-day 
people, but creates them to 
suit their own period. 
“I figure th at with a his­ 
torical novel, I’m trying to 
get over the historical part of 
the story so th at it’s not dry 
. . . that the people are hu­ 
man and have the same prob­ 
lems,” the author says. 
“Then I set up the actual 
fictional characters and set 
them into action. The char­ 
acters may influence the his­ 
torical picture, but only in­ 
cidentally. 
“THEY MAY witness it — 
they are th e re — but they do 
not change the pattern of 
what actually happened,” be 
says. 
Jennings 
first chooses a 
title, then draw s up a story 
outline. 
His research may 
take a m atter of months or 
be addenda gathered over a 
period of years. 
Coining up in the next two 
years will be “Peril on the 
Sea,” “The Tall Ships,” “Blood 
on the Moon” and “By the 
River of Babylon.” 
AND THAT’S HOW one Ma 
rinite has w ritten 20 books. 
Oh yes, it also takes at 
least eight hours a day of 
hard work.

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Drake Landing Site Claims Argued 


By A. BRAY DICKINSON 
The Drake N a v i g a t o r s 
Guild, in widely published 
statements, claim to have dis­ 
covered that exact site, of 
Francis 
Drake’s 
California 
landing in 1579, to be in the 
estero back of Drake’s Bay. 
Actually, has anything new 
been uncovered? Most of the 
data concerning this histori­ 
cal event still remain within 
the three source narratives 
and an old map; the “World 
Encompassed” and the “Fa­ 
mous Voyage,” purportedly 
taken direct from the Rev. 
Fletcher’s diary; the anony­ 
mous 
Discourse,” 
whi ch 
disagrees with the other two 
in most particulars, and final­ 
ly, that baffling Hondius’ in­ 
set map. 
Due to its elaboration of 
detail, the “World Encom­ 
passed” has usually been fol­ 
lowed by students in tracing 
the course of the Golden 
Hind, Drake’s ship. But there 
are some interpolations there­ 
in which should cause the in­ 
terpreter to be wary of pit­ 
falls. One obvious embellish­ 
ment to this narrative is the 
account 
of 
prolonged 
and 
freezing weather in Califor­ 
nia, during the height of sum­ 
mer, which the text later con­ 
tradicts. Thus— 
1. “From the height of 48 
deg.—to 38, we found—every 
hill—covered with snow.” 
2. “Neither could we at any 
time, in whole fourteen days 
together, find the air so clear 
aui to be able to take the 
height of sun or star.” 
3 
•*—the 
native 
inhabi­ 
tants of the place—used to 
come shivering to us in their 
warm furs; crowding close to­ 
gether — sheltering 
them ­ 
selves under a lee bank, if it 
were possible— 
4. “Besides, how unhand­ 
some and deformed appeared 
the face of the earth itself! 
showing trees without leaves 
a n d 
the 
ground 
without 
greenness in thote months of 
June and July.” 
5. 
“The poor birds and 
fowls, not daring 
so much 
as once to arise from their 
nests after the first eggs laid 
till it with all the rest be 
hatched 
6. “ 
the Asian and Ameri 
can continent—if they be not 
fully joined, yet seeming to 
come very near one to the 
other. From whose high and 
snow covered mountains, the 
North and Northwest winds 
send 
abroad 
their 
frozen 
nymphs, to the infecting the 
whole air with this insuffera­ 
ble sharpness: not permitting 
the sun 
to dissolve that con­ 
gealed matter and snow — 
* 
the North and Northwest 


winds are here constant in 
June and July, as the North 
wind alone is, in August and 
September, we not only found 
it by our experience but were 
fully confirmed in the open- 
ion thereof, by the continued 
observations 
of 
the 
Span­ 
iards.” “—hence comes it, 
that in the midst of their 
summer, the snow hardly de- 
parteth even from their very 
doors, but is never taken 
away 
from 
their 
hills 
at 
all;—” 
7. “Some of our mariners— 
had formerly, been in Ward- 
house, in 72 deg.—who yet 
affirmed that they felt no 
such nipping cold there—as 
they had here.” 
However, an ensuing sen­ 
tence 
contradicts 
all 
the 
above by stating, “Their men” 
(Indians) “for the most part 
go naked,” which doubtless 
comes from 
a 
portion of 
Fletcher’s original narrative. 
Many writers are prone to 
use such portion of the afore­ 
mentioned interpolations as 
suits their purpose, but to ig­ 
nore the balance. Members of 
the Guild immediately fall 
into this practice. Time and 
again, Point Reyes’ fogs are 
compared in likeness to the 
fortnight of mists of insuf­ 
ferable sharpness, blow ing off 
the snowcapped mountains of 
Asia, cited from “World En­ 
compassed”; so, where are 
the 
trees 
without 
leaves? 
Fogs also 
make for green 
grass, not a deformed earth 
without greenness. 
NEXT IN ORDER is that 
most 
bothersome 
Hondius' 
map with its offshore island. 
The Navigators contend that 
the island is really not an is­ 
land at all, but a recurring 
shoal near the sand spit at 
the mouth 
of the estero; 
caused, they say, by shifting 
sands from ocean currents, 
storms 
and 
varying tides. 
However, the same reasoning 
can be advanced 
for any 
number of places; Bolinas 
lagoon, mouth 
of 
Tomales

Another droll story stems 
from the finding of the pur­ 
ported “plate of brasse” near 
Greenbrae. Drake’s Bay ad­ 
herents were baffled for a 
time, until an announcement 
of prediscovery was broad­ 
cast. This report was eagerly 
pounced upon without hesita­ 
tion or question of doubt, so, 
omitting any detailed discus­ 
sion of the faked Drake’s 
plaque with its several his­ 
torical discrepancies, the near 
perfect condition of its metal, 
the mutilated Sir before the 
name Francis Drake, etc.; let 
us follow the fantastic tale of 
discovery all the way through. 
FRANCIS DRAKE left his 
brass plaque on top of the 
ground and after some three 
and a half centuries it was 
supposedly found on top of 
the ground. The likelihood of 
complete oxidation and disin­ 
tegration of brass exposed to 
coastal atmosphere over such 
a period of time, is either ig­ 
nored or passed over with 
the glib reply, “Oh! but the 
Indians buried it.” Then who 
dug it up and when? Indians, 
with 
their 
abalone 
shells, 


didn’t bury things very deep. 
Tripping merrily over this 
missing chapter, the story 
continues with the chauffeur, 
who “positively 
found the 
plaque near Limantour s es­ 
tero. Unaware of its signifi­ 
cance, he tossed it in the back 
of his automobile, for no par­ 
ticular reason. After some 
considerable time he tired of 
his possession, so casually 
cast it out on the roadside 
near Greenbrae. Mind you! 
he didn’t do this at home 
while cleaning the car. Why 
a special stop on the road is 
slightly mystifying. 
Next the 
plate of brasse” 
appeared upon a hill, to cre­ 
ate the big sensation. 
THEN THE MAN, who care­ 
lessly threw a metal object 
away four years before, sud­ 
denly remembered with all 
certainty that he had cast 
aside THE plate. Another gap 
shows up in the tale at this 
point; but the enthusiasts, 
never lacking in imagination, 
tell us that some little boys 
carried the plaque a quarter 
of a mile from the roadside 
up a hill and hid it under a 
rock.

Mr. Eisenhower was the 
first American president to 
declare — in a state of the 
union message to Congress in 
January, 1955—that the fed­ 
eral government should do 
more to give official recogni­ 
tion to the importance of the 
arts and other cultural activ 
ities. He recommended estab­ 
lishment of a federal advisory 
commission on the arts with­ 
in the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
Since the President made 
his suggestion, two parallel 
bills have been put before 
Congress. They aim at the 
legislation of the President’s 
ideas and are sponsored by 
both Republicans and Demo 
crats.

FURTHER 
step 
prominent 
personalities 
of 
the arts and literature re 
cently set up a National Coun 
cil on the Arts and Govern 
ment. The council has now 
published an appeal to Con 
gress to enact at this session 
legislation requested by the 
President. The

pie eminent in the arts anh 
public life in 30 states. 
“We believe that the wel­ 
fare of the nation's arts is a 
proper matter for the con­ 
cern of its Government

signers declared.

LONDON 
—George Ber­ 
nard Shaw, who loved a fight, 
would have chuckled over the 
controversy raging this week 
on the 100th anniversary of 
his birth. 
Was Shaw really great? 
Was he the reformer he pre­ 
tended to be? Will his name 
be inscribed on the roll of 
immortals of English litera­ 
ture? 
Critics can’t agree. 
SOME FEEL that the arro­ 
gant Irishman with the sar­ 
castic tongue will fade with 
the years— still read but not 
r e v e r e d . Shaw supporters 
think his greatness will grow 
with time. 
One thing is already evi­ 
dent—Shaw has failed to com­ 
mand the respect of the mass­ 
es he so often ridiculed. 
Stratford-on-Avon, Shakes­ 


peare’s birthplace, is a mecca 
for tourists and Britons alike. 
They come by the thousands 
as if to a shrine. 
AN ATTEMPT to create a 
Shaw memorial fund of $700,- 
000 was a flop. Sponsors gave 
up the idea after five years of 
campaigning raised $1,139. 
Shaw’s rambling home at 
Ayot St. Lawrence, where he 
did much of his writing, was 
rented out only last week by 
a government agency charged 
with preserving historic land­ 
marks. 
The centenary of Shaw's 
birth has been virtually ig­ 
nored in London’s West End 
theaterland. Not one of his 
plays is showing—though the 
Old Vic off the beaten path 
is presenting two weeks of 


“Major Barbara.” 
FRANK JACKSON, theater 
critic for Reynolds 
News, 
commented: 
“Some 
celebration! 
This 
puny tribute to a great writer 
is a national scandal.” 
The St. Louis-born British 
poet T. S. Eliot once describ­ 
ed Shaw as a “shallow ration­ 
alist.” Colin Wilson, brilliant 
young author of “The Outsid­ 
er,” challenges Eliot’s assess­ 
ment and predicts Shaw will 
gain “permanent and vital 
position, not merely in world 
literature, but in world his­ 
tory.” 
“HIS FIGURE is far too 
vast for our age to be able to 
comprehend,” says Wilson. 
Shaw died six years ago on 
July 26 at the age of 94.

Inc., a crumbling business be­ 
fore Daniel threw all his as­ 
sets into it in 1954, has pros 
poets of a sales volume of 
$300,000 worth of violins and 
guitars between now and June 
1957. 
In July 1954, the company 
was ready to close its doors. 
1U five remaining experienc­ 
ed employes had been inform­ 
ed that they would be retain­ 
ed only two more days.

Diccionario H istorico De La 
Lengua Española defines the 
braza as “dos varas de Bui- 
gos.” According to a defini­ 
tion from the L ibrary of Con­ 
gress, “This vara, which is 
2 feet, 8 inches long, was or­ 
dered by Philip II on June 24, 
1568 as the standard measure 
of length. 
The Lnciclopedia Univer­ 
sal llustrada (Barcelona 1907) 
defines, “Braza. Mar. Antigua 
unidad de m edida de longi- 
tud, equivalente a la extension 
de los dos brazos de un hom- 
bre abiertos en cruz—La braza 
espanola era iqual a 2 varas o

IF TOWED INTO the es 
tero, D rake’s ship would have 
dragged

ratic m anner; with grave dan­ 
ger of being stranded on a 
point of sand. Further, a peri­ 
lous entrance channel makes 
in betw een two sand spits, to­ 
ward a steep bluff, then veers 
off its bank, at nearly right 
angles, into the main lagoon. 


Trying to swing a clumsy 
ship around in these narrow 
quarters 
and 
prevent 
her 
from slam m ing broadside into 
the bluff would be a hazard

while in his right mind, par­ 
ticularly in a strange, un­ 
known and uncharted sea.

The camp site and graving 
beach, chosen for Drake at 
the estero’s mouth, is hardly

camp selected by the Naviga­ 
tors rem ained on the wrong 
side of the lagoon to obtain 
sweet water.

any evidence that the Indians, 
here, had ever seen a white 
man. A plentiful supply of 
fresh w ater and wood is vital 
to any camp. Trees were nev­ 
er known to thrive in the 
Point Reyes country. Beach­ 
es were not cluttered with 
d rift logs and lum ber as now. 
To obtain his requisite supply 
of wood and tim ber at this 
place, Drake would have been 
com p elled to bring in a sec­

such a report is based on the 
flim iest of flimsy evidence, 
for none of the three source 
accounts give any hint of 
such a thing. 
MEMBERS OF THE Guild 
are reticent about the essen­ 
tials to their camp site. They 
have produced a slide show­ 
ing a blown-up photograph 
of the Hondius’ inset, which

Since no hills are etched in, 
on the point and off-shore 
island of the map, it is as­ 
sum ed, they say, that these 
are flat places, or a sandy 
spit and shoal.

Hondius’ Rortus, they say. 
“This country our General 
named Albion, and that for 
two causes; the one in respect 
of the white banks and cliffs, 
which lie toward the sea, the 
other, that it might have some 
affinity, even in name also, 
with our country, which was 
sometimes so called.”

The skeptical researchers 
put the fabrics through more 
than 25 launderings in an au­ 
tomatic 
washer 
with

water at a temperature of 140 
degrees, using a synthetic de­ 
tergent. 
They found that although 
there was some loss of finish 
in the laundering, the treated 
fabrics 
remained crease-re­ 
sistant throughout the study. 
To make the test, both 
treated and untreated fabrics 
were purchased from retail 
stores. 
Fabrics with the crease-re­ 
sistant finishes cost 30 to 60 
cents a yard more than those 
without the finish. 


need too many major repairs 
such as new drawers for bu­ 
reaus or chests or new legs 
for a table unless you are 
handy with tools.

Although 
basements

returning to greater favor 
among home buyers, the base- 
mentless type of house erect­ 
ed on a concrete slab still is 
being constructed in large 
volume this year, according to 
trade reports. 
To families who believe 
they can get along nicely 
without basements, the econ­ 
omy of such construction car­ 
ries a strong appeal. 
An important consideration 
in the decision of many of 
these buyers, observers say, 
is the fact that nowadays 
there is no need to forego the 
benefits of attractive, lifetime 
hardwood floors in a slab-on- 
ground home. 
MODERN INSTALLATION 
methods permit builders to 
equip such houses with the 
popular strip style of hard­ 
wood 
or 
the 
parquet-like 
block type at moderate cost. 
The modern technique for 
installation of strip hardwood 
floors over concrete saves 
time, labor and material by 
eliminating wood subfloors, 
which customarily were in­ 
cluded in the past. 
Approved by the FHA, this 
economy method i n v o l v e s 
nailing the strip flooring to 
lengths of 2 x 4 s called 
screeds or sleepers. These are 
arranged in a specially de­ 
vised staggered pattern which 
affords ample nailing surface. 
The screeds are embedded in 
mastic so as to adhere per­ 
manently to the concrete.

BLOCK hardwood floors are 
laid without nailing, by em­ 
bedding them in mastic di­ 
rectly on the concrete.

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Shower Iemperature Woes brtd 
Higher Home Building And 
With New Wafer Control Valve 
Planning Standards Sought

Booby trap shower baths—the kind that scald you whenever 
somebody in the house flushes a toilet and then freeze you as 
soon as the gals in the kitchen need hot water—are blamed for 
most of the 90,000 serious falls and scalds that occur in bath­ 
rooms every year. 
The adventure of taking 
shower baths seems to be uni­ 
versal. We were reading in 
the National Geographic mag­ 
azine the other day an ac­ 
count of trying to take a bath 
on one of the ice-encrusted 
weather ships stationed out in 
the middle of the Atlantic. 
“The stall will lurch sudden­ 
ly, tumbling you into a soapy 
heap,” the account said. “And 
to make it more challenging, 
the tem perature of the water 
changes from cold to scald­ 
ing hot and back again with 
each roll of the ship.” 


WE WERE THINKING of 
how many landlubbers run 
similar risks, even without 
drinking anything to make a 
bathroom roll, when—of all 
funny coincidences—in walk­ 
ed a young man from Chicago 
to tell us how to stop this 
nerve 
wracking 
aspect 
of 
home life. 
“It’s a thermostatic water 
control valve,” he said. “A 
new invention. It will auto­ 
matically 
maintain 
w a t e r 
tem perature in a shower or 
tub at the point you set.” 
Then he went into his sales 
talk, which wasn’t bad. “You,” 
he said, “waste three or four 
minutes fiddling with the hot 
and cold water controls, try­ 
ing to adjust the water to the 
right tem perature. 
When you get it right, you 
step in and relax, but not for

long. Someone opens a tap 
and the chill or scald turns 
every protruding knob and 
soap dish into a battering 
ram as you jump to get out 
of the spray. 
“THAT’S HOW YOU get 
bruised, fractured or some­ 
thing worse.” 
W'e believe it. 
The only trouble is the 
gadgets cost about $60 install­ 
ed, but that probably is a 
drop in a shower compared 
with doctor bills for a frac­ 
ture. The devices are being 
made available through gen­ 
eral plumbing contractors.

Wooden Houses Withstand 


50 Years Of Antarctic Cold 


CHICAGO (W— “It’s time to 
stop talking about the need 
for ‘minimum’ housing, and 
focus attention on greater 
quality,” according to Walter 
H. Dreier, president of the 
United States Savings and 
Loan League. 
THE LEAGUE 
is spear­ 
heading a drive for higher 
home building and planning 
standards, and represents the 
nation’s savings and loan as­ 
sociations, which f i n a n c e 
nearly two-fifths of all homes 
purchased in this couxitry. 


They Want Homes 


That Are Larger 


A spot survey by the Na­ 
tional Assn. of Home Build­ 
ers shows an increasing de­ 
mand for larger houses. 
“This we t e a m e d with 
mounting price tags on land, 
labor, m aterial and mortgage 
money,” says the association. 
“An increase of 11 per cent 
in the cost of homes for sale 
has resulted.” 
Participating builders re­ 
ported a 1956 median of $14,- 
508, a sharp upturn from 
their 1955 median of $13,050. 
“There will be a decline of 
about 30 per cent in the num­ 
ber of homes priced under 
$10,000, as compared with 
1955,” says the association, 
“an even greater decline, 40 
per cent, in the $10,000 to 
$12,500 category, but very 
substantial gains in the high­ 
er price groups.” 


Sagging Slip Cover? 


CHICAGO (W—Plastic slip 
covers for upholstered furni­ 
ture can be held taut by cut­ 
ting old rubber hose into four 
or six-inch lengths and forc­ 
ing them down between the 
cushions and arms of the 
chair or sofa. 


“Obsolescence is running 
more rapidly than at any time 
in our history,” Dreier said. 
“We certainly all know of 
communities 
where 
houses 
are being built that are obso­ 
lete virtually as soon as they 
are completed.” 
Dreier asserted that the 
housing shortage is over and 
added that the next few years 
will see increasingly intensive 
competition in the 
h o m e 
building field. 
Dreier urged a stepping-up 
of efforts on the part of the 
home building industry to 
produce a better home for 
less money, to correct build­ 
ing codes that add to the cost 
of producing a house without 
increasing its quality, and to 
eliminate inefficiencies in the 
home producing process. 
“WE WON’T WANT the 
homes we finance today and 
the communities we help to 
create to become immediately 
obsolete and begin degrading 
into the slums of five, 10 and 
15 years from now,” Dreier 
said. 
Studies by the league, he 
stated, on such m atters as 
neighborhood and lot plan­ 
ning, better design and high­ 
er construction standards, are 
already underway. 


T h r e e 
unpainted 
wood 
houses in the Antarctic have 
withstood winds of hurricane 
velocity and repeated blank­ 
eting under snow for half a 
century—and “look good for 
another 50 or 100 years.” 
This is the report of mem­ 
bers recently returned from 
the Operation Deepfreeze ex­ 
pedition to the Antarctic led 
by Rear Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd. 
THE HOUSES STAND as 
historic monuments to two 
British explorers who built 
them as headquarters and 
subsequently lost their lives 
on polar journeys. All three 
houses are on Ross Island, 
which is about 800 miles from 
the South Pole. The oldest 
house was built 54 years ago 
by Captain Robert F. Scott at 
Hut Point; the next was built 
by Sir Ernest Shackleton 48 
years ago at Cape Royds; and 
the third 45 years ago by 
Captain Scott at Cape Evans. 
Dr. Paul Siple, director of 
scientific 
projects 
of 
th e 
latest expedition and a veter­ 
an of all the Byrd explora­ 
tions, described the houses as 
in sound condition. 
“We saw both the interior 
and exterior of the Shackle­ 
ton hut,” he said. “The other 
two were completely filled 
with snow. Down there, an 
opening as small as a keyhole 
will perm it drift snow to fill a 
room m due time. No rnnne- 


diate effort was made to get 
the snow out because those 
huts will be treated as mu­ 
seums and detailed records 
will be made of the conditions 
discovered. 
“THE SOFT GRAIN of the 
wood on the windward side 
of Scott’s 1902 hut had been 
etched out as deep as a quar­ 
ter of an inch by blasting ef­ 
fect of snow and rock par­ 
ticles driven against it by the 
wind. Yet, it would probably 
take another 50 or 100 years 
to wear down the wood. The 
harder grain stood out in an 
interesting, attractive pattern. 
“The hut at Cape Evans, 
quite fully exposed to the ele­ 
ments, showed few blemishes. 
In the Shackleton hut, in 
which snow had entered and 
then melted out, condensation 
had taken place and steel cans 
and other metal in it had cor­ 
roded. However, there was lit­ 
tle other damage.” 
Journals of the early ex­ 
peditions reveal some of the 
construction details of the 
three huts. 
Captain S c o t t described 
Hut Point, the oldest of the 
three, as “quite a palatial 
residence.” “The main hut,” 
he wrote, “had been brought 
from Australia and was, in 
fact, a fairly spacious bunga­ 
low of a design used by out­ 
lying settlers in their coun­ 
try.’’ Its floor area was 36 
feet square, with overhang­ 


ing eaves of the pyramidal 
roof resting on supports some 
four feet beyond the sides. 
The 
supports were 
buried 
three or four feet in the vol­ 
canic rock. The house had a 
covered veranda, because it 
had been designed for the 
warm climate of the “sheep 
country” of Australia. It had 
a 
double 
layer of 
w o o d 
sheathing. 
Explorer 
Shackleton 
had 
similar praise for his own 
headquarters at Cape Royds. 
After returning from a 22- 
day expedition, he wrote, “We 
were able to appreciate at 
their full value the warmth 
and comfort of our little hut.” 
The Shackleton hut was 
prefabricated in London. It 
was 33 by 19 feet. Shackle 
ton wrote: “It was made of 
stout fir timbering of best 
quality in walls, roofs and 
floors, and the parts were 
morticed and tenoned to fa 
cilitate erection in the Ant 
a r c t i c . 
T h e 
walls 
were 
strengthened with iron cleats 
fitted to main posts and hor 
izontal timbering, 
and the 
roof principals were provided 
with strong iron tie rods. The 
hut was lined with match 
boarding, and the walls and 
roof were covered external 
ly first with strong roofing 
felt, then one-inch tongue 
and-grooved boards, and fi 
nally with another covering 
of felt.”

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Summer No Time For Gardener 


To Loll Lazily In Hammock 


n a t u r e n o t e s

July is the proverbial month 
when you stretch back, lie on 
the old hammock, and pause 
to enjov the fruits of your 
labors. Well, theoretically if 
you’ve done all the jobs we’ve 
been writing about for lo 
these many weeks, it is pos­ 
sible to be enjoying billowing 
waves of color in the borders. 
But, to be perfectly truth­ 
ful, there are many routine 
chores that should be main­ 
tained. So, despite the hot 
weather, go after the bugs 
and continue the chase and 
the care and the fun of watch­ 
ing things grow. 
SEEDS TO SOW: If you en­ 
joy the thrill of growing your 
own little plants from seed, 
plus the fun of puttering, be 
sure to plant lots of peren­ 
nials now. 
Sweet Williams, 
Shasta daisies, foxgloves, cor­ 
eopsis, gaillardias, gerberas 
—all those wonderful things 
that give dependable color for 
several years — should be 
started now. 
Don’t forget to heed my 
annual warning that winter 
gardens are started in July 
—not October! It is possible 
to enjoy sweet peas, primula 
malacoides, great masses of 
pansies and violas and things 
like that, providing you get 
on the ball early. The idea is 
to get the little plants started 
now so that they can be trans­ 
planted and in their perman­ 
ent winter homes by Septem­ 
ber. 
Tnat way, b e c a u s e the 
ground is still warm and be­ 
cause 
the 
days 
are 
long, 
makes it possible for the 
plants to develop properly and 
assure you winter color. But 
if you goof off and forget 
to put your plants in the 
ground until October, chances 
are the soil is cool and the 
short days mean the plants 
won’t get a chance to set 
flowers. 
As a matter of fact, while 
you’re swinging in that ham­ 
mock and watching the worms 
turn, why not pick up a note­ 
book and work out the color 
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scheme for your fall and win­ 
ter gardening now. Chances 
are you intend to plant some 
bulbs in between those winter 
annuals, so why not get start­ 
ed on the job early this year. 
VACATION CARE: A husky 
high school boy, or a gal for 
that matter, is your best bet 
to protect your garden from 
dogs while you’re away on va­ 
cation. 
Failing that, if you 
don’t want to trust your be­ 
loved 
posies 
and 
turf 
to 
strangers, is to see that every- 
things gets a thorough water­ 
ing before you leave town. 
A two-inch mulch of Canad­ 
ian 
sphagnum 
peat 
moss, 
thoroughly 
moistened, 
will 
work wonders in helping to 
hold 
water 
around 
y o u r 
shrubs, roses and other im­ 
portant items. It’s a good idea, 
of course, to soak the lawn 
so deeply that it can get 
through a 14-day period of 
lack of additional water with­ 
out too much trouble. 
The big problem is to see 
that your potted plants are 
kept alive. Again, if there is 
no reliable person to do the 
job for you, sink them n the 
ground right up to the rims of 
the pot and turn the sprinkler 
on them and let them soak 
thoroughly for several hours. 
And, even if they are sun- 
lovers, bury them in a well- 
shaded location and this will 
help keep them much more 
moist than otherwise. 
WEEDS, DRY 
GR A S S : 
There are many reasons why 
you should prevent leaves, 
weeds, and dry grass from re­ 
maining on your property. 
Not only are they breeding 
spots for pests and diseases, 
but they are even a source of 
trouble in case fire sudden­ 
ly develops 
from carelessly 
thrown matches. It’s a better 
idea to gather up such stuff 
and toss it on the compost 
heap where it can be rotted 
down to furnish compost for 
your fall garden. 
If you’re a real, serious or­ 
ganic gardener, you should 
have one of these mechanized 
compost grinders. Depending 
on the size of the unit, they 
run around $100 each and up. 
These things are certainly the 
berries when it comes to 
chewing up the old compost 
into good, rich, black humus. 
Norman Ellis of Los Angeles, 
a militant leader among gar­ 
deners for greater use of 
homemade 
compost, 
points 
out that grass clippings, prun- 
ings, and other normal gar­ 
den debris can easily be con­ 
verted into humus in just 
four to six months—not a 
whole year. New techniques, 
new methods, are responsible 
for the quickening process. 
MORE BLOOM: Did you 
plant a patch of dwarf rain­ 
bow hybrid dahlias? Maybe 
you know them under the 
name of Unwin dwarfs. Any­ 


way, you can get an even bet­ 
ter crop of fall blooms by see­ 
ing that all excess blooms are 
trimmed off. The idea is to 
prevent them from going to 
seed. By trimming, it helps 
make more compact plants, 
as well as build up fall bloom­ 
ing period. 
F A L L VEGETABLES: A 
surprising number of green- 
thumbers are still getting a 
kick out of raising their own 
fresh vegetables. This is a 
good time to plant members 
seed.. Of all these crops, broc­ 
coli, Brussels sprouts, cauli­ 
flower, cabbage, etc—from 
seed. Of all these crops,broc­ 
coli is the most returned for 
the investment and time. It’s 
a 
cut-and-come-again 
crop. 
Cauliflower is the most diffi­ 
cult of all these to grow — 
it takes experience, but a 
heavy, well-blanched head of 
cauliflower is a joy to pos­ 
sess. 
PEST DEPARTMENT: Nor­ 
mally the snails and slugs are 
done for when the hot weath­ 
er comes along. But, for some 
reason, the little critters are 
still giving as much damage 
this summer as they were in 
the cool, moist months of 
spring. Scatter handfuls ot 
buk type metaldehyde pellets 
to slay them. Earwigs, of 
course, 
are 
still 
upsetting 
housewives as much as ever. 
The shiny brown, ugly little 
things, have probably caused 
more screams than any other 
pest in the West. It’s no fun to 
pick up a beautiful rose and 
find an earwig in the heart 
of it. Or, visa versa, you get 
ready to harvest a head of let­ 
tuce and find a couple of 
baby earwigs curled up in the 
leaves. However, earwigs (de­ 
spite the fact that there seem 
to be millions of them) can 
be easily licked with the old 
chemical standby known as 
chlordane. The stuff is avail­ 
able in liquid or dust form. 
Usually a 44 per cent concen­ 
trate of chlordane, applied 
through a garden hose lawn 
sprayer, makes it possible to 
get rid of the earwigs for 
many weeks. On the average, 
about three treatments with 
chlordane will keep the usual 
home and garden clean. 
Whether you see the ear­ 
wigs or not, spray along fence- 
lines, house foundations and 
other likely-to-hide spots for 
them. 
Be comforted in the 
fact that at the same time 
you’re applying the chlordane 
you 
are 
also waging 
war 
against ants, cockroaches, cen­ 
tipedes and many other pests.

Number Of Rattles 
Snake 
Has Doesn't Reveal His Age 


Possibly more people are afraid of snakes than all of our 
other forms of wildlife combined. This fear seems to be more 
common among adults than children. A probable reason for 
this may be the fact that adults have had more time to hear 
and learn about the many superstitions associated with snakes. 
Snakes have been held in reverence or awe by various socie­ 
ties for thousands of years. 
LACK OF KNOWLEDGE and fear have given rise to many 
erroneous stories concerning snakes. It is hoped that, in time, 
these stories will be forgotten and a proper value wd be 
placed on snakes as a beneficial and needed form of wildlife. 
Marin County has only one poisonous snake the 1 acitic 
Rattlesnake. Like all the rattlesnakes it has a hemotoxic¡ poi­ 
son that works through the bloodstream to produce death, 
is not one of the large rattlesnakes and will average about two 
and a half feet in length. This small size produces correspond­ 
ingly shorter fangs and a smaller supply of poison It is ju^t 
as poisonous as the large rattlesnakes, but because there is 
less poison and shorter fangs the bite is less dangerous when 
properly treated. 
FEW PEOPLE can properly identify a rattlesnake so that 
a good percentage of the reports of rattlesnakes killed or seen 
are false The more common gopher snake is commonly mis­ 
taken for the rattlesnake. We hope that someof the following 
points will clear up some of the fallacies about rattlesnakes. 
Rattlesnakes are poisonous and do have fangs at birt . 
You cannot tell the age of a snake by the number of rattles, 
they are born with a 
button” and develop new rattles when 
the skin is shed. They shed several times a year ^Pemhng 
nn the food source, rate of growth and various conditions. 
They can lose rattles periodically so that an old specimen 
usually has an incomplete set. You do not render the„snake 
harmless by removing the fangs or milking it of it p 
■ 
Rattlesnakes commonly have several sets of fangs in reserve 
behind the ones in current use. 
THE FANGS, like the poison, are replenished soon after 
use or loss (the operation to remove the poison 
'» 
lv delicate and seldom performed) so that any rattu snake 
can correctly be termed dangerous. Rattlesnakes do^not al­ 
ways rattle before striking, nor do they have to be 
code 
to strike They can and will strike from almost a n y position 
U annoyed some positions do make for easier stnkmg and 
increase the range and chance for repeated strikes. 
The best way to deal with rattlesnakes is to leave them 
a lon Ju n less you have something handy for killing them They 
-ire rather slow to die and are just as dangerous after death. 
The head should be properly disposed of so that children or 
other people will not be able to get hold o, it. 
IDENTIFICATION of rattlesnakes is not difficult if you 
look at the form, rather than the color. People do not identify 
various makes of cars by their color, yet they try to do this 
with snakes The color of individual snakes will vary dcpend- 
me on wh^her they are ready to shed or have just shed their 
skin The broad, heavy, flat-topped head and thin neck are the 


beSt The'body Ifq uiifc^ unky for its length and the tail is 
stubby with or without the rattles. The scales are rather large 


a n d distinct and often have a rather shaggy appearance. Cou­ 
pon c o u p l e d with common sense and knowledge will do a lot 
to eliminate the rattlesnake 
menace.

Vermont Plants Over 


A Million Young Trees 
BURLINGTON, Vt. (ID—Ov­ 
er 1,500,000 trees are to be 
planted this year by soil con­ 
servation district cooperators 
in Vermont. There are about 
600,000 acres of land in the 
state where trees could be 
placed. In the past 16 years, 
11,000,000 trees have been 
planted by the Soil Conserva 
tion 
Service. 
In 
addition, 
there are also 479,000 trees 
being planted on other pri­ 
vate lands. 
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'Air Condition' Yard With Shade Trees 


In planting shade trees to 
act as “coolers” for your 
garden the important things 
to consider are the depth of 
shade desired and the season­ 
al changes of your locality. 
In coastal areas, like Ma­ 
rin, where the weather is 
mild and often foggy a tree 
with an open manner of 
growth makes the best shade 
planting. 
In the deciduous shade tree 
group are found most of the 
ornamental trees, those with 
flowers, fruit and change of 
leaf color or winter design 
which makes them interesting 
the year around. These trees 
have almost unlimited appli­ 
cation in landscaping. 
MANY MAPLES make col­ 
orful shade tree plantings. 
The Ked Mr pie (Acer rubrum) 
and Silver Maple (Acer sac- 
charinum) grow from 50 to 
100 feet in height. The Red 
Maple is more dense in habit 
of growth and its young foli­ 
age 
and 
flowers 
are, 
of 
course, bright red. Early in 


the Fall the Red Maple is 
ablaze with orange and scar­ 
let foliage while, in contrast, 
the Silver Maple changes its 
silver and light green foliage 
to yellow. The Silver Maple 
spreads wider and in a more 
open manner than the Red 
but both are rapid growers. 
Suitable for both inland 
and coastal areas, the Golden- 
rain Tree (Koelreuteria pani- 
culata) 
will tolerate 
heat, 
cold, mild, temperate and 
coastal areas. It grows up to 
30 feet in height and spreads 
about that wide in a compact, 
roundheaded manner. 
The California Sycamore 
(Platanus racemosa) has wide 
climatic adaptability and is al­ 
so a fine deciduous shade 
tree. It grows in an open man­ 
ner from 40 to 90 feet in 
height, depending upon grow­ 
ing conditions. 
FOR LARGER GARDENS 
and yards the Southern Mag­ 
nolia (Magnolia grandiflora) 
serves as a wide-spreading, 
dense evergreen shade tree. 


In smaller areas the variety 
exoniensis is very suitable. 
Lovely white and very frag­ 
rant flowers bloom on these 
trees and they grow partic­ 
ularly well in hot humid 
areas. 
An excellent small shade 
tree in the evergreen class, 
the Brazilian Pepper Tree 
(Schinus terebinthifolius) tol­ 
erates seacoast conditions and 
desert atmosphere but cannot 
stand cold areas. It grows 
roundheaded w i t h w i d e- 
spreading branches. Foliage 
is dark green, Winter berries 
bright red. 
T h e 
Loquat 
(Eriobotrya 
japónica) grows symmetrical­ 
ly to form a dense roundhead­ 
ed tree of 15 to 30 feet high 
and wide. Its foliage is dark 
green and the orange-yellow 
fruit in March to June is both 
ornamental and edible. The 
Loquat tolerates heat and 
some cold but not extreme 
cold. For fruiting, of course, 
it must have heat. 
WHEN YOU HAVE made 


up your shade tree selections 
with your nurseryman’s help, 
the next step is correct plant­ 
ing. Choose a planting site 
that will allow the tree to 
spread—away from any struc­ 
ture and from other trees too. 
Trees that you purchase now 
will come balled or in con­ 
tainers. Take care not to dis­ 
turb the ball of earth around 
the tree’s roots. Cut the con­ 
tainer away from the root 
ball when planting; with ball­ 
ed trees, set the tree in the 
hole at the upper depth with 
the 
burlap 
wrapping still 
around the ball then cut the 
strings and fold back the 
sack. Do not remove the sack 
for it will rot away in time. 
Prepare the planting hole, 
digging it at least four feet 
deep and mixing the soil with 
topsoil and leaf mold or pete 
moss. Allow for a water basin 
around the tree, mulch with a 
little well-rotted manure and 
water faithfully the first sea­ 
son or until the tree is well 
established. 


Turn Brown Grass 
Green In Hurry 
A new plant elixir in pow­ 
der form can be spread over 
gardens and lawns with spec­ 
tacular results, according to 
the maker. 
For 
example, 
the 
pale 
green 
odorless powder 
is 
claimed to have turned a 
lawn of brown grass green in 
some cases as fast as 60 min­ 
utes. In addition, says the 
maker, the so-called “FAS-T” 
powder has doubled yields of 
cotton, produced larger, more 
flavorful tomatoes and re­ 
vived peach trees dying of 
leaf curl. 
Key is the powder’s miner­ 
al composition. It contains 11 
completely soluble trace min­ 
eral elements in addition to 
a 7.5 per cent nitrogen and 12 
per cent iron content.

For Garden 


On hillsides, under spread­ 
ing trees, in hot, dry spots, in 
colorless areas, few plant- 
typcs will serve as well as 
ground cover. 
Fast growing 
shrubs, too, often make out­ 
standing ground covers and 
quickly brighten a garden 
spot where no other plant can | 
grow. 
For the milder areas, such 
a shrub is the Coprosma Kir- 
kii, a low-growing species of 
the Mirror Plant. Rapid grow 
ing, it makes a fine deep 
ground cover if it is pinched 
back. 
St. Johnswort in its 
s p r e a d i n g form is called 
Aaron’s Beard 
(Hypericum 
calycinum) and it is another 
good shrub selection for cov­ 
ering the ground. Its foliage 
is green or yellow-green and 
it 
produces 
bright 
yellow 
flowers in summer. 
Several prostrate spec ies of 
the Juniper fill in quickly to 
provide a pleasing light green 
or blue green low foreground 
for other plants. Juniperus 
conferta, the Shore Juniper, 
grows one to two feet high, 
an informal mat of blue-green 
needle-like foliage. As its pop 
ular name indicates, it will 
tolerate salt spray and sub­ 
mergence. The Tamarix Jun­ 
iper (J. Sabina tamariscifolia) 
grows only 18 inches high and 
is has needle and scale like 
leaves in light green. 
In sun or shade, dry or 
moist soil, the Bearberry Cot- 
oneaster 
(Cotoneaster Dam- 
meri) 
makes 
a 
handsome

Dr. Van Kirk was scheduled 
to fly to Europe to participate 
in the 10th anniversary m eet­ 
ing of the Commission of the 
Churches on International Af­ 
fairs, which he helped organ­ 
ize with Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles. 
Secretary Dulles said of Dr. 
Van Kirk: He was * a C hris­ 
tian statesm an of outstanding 
brilliance, insight and dedica­ 
tion . . . All people who seek 
a just, durable peace are the 
poorer because he died, but 
everlastingly the richer be­ 
cause he lived. ’ 
REPORTS reaching Israel 
say a new scroll has been dis­ 
covered in the Dead Sea re­ 
gion about a mile from the 
caves where the famous Dead 
Sea scrolls were discovered 
in 1947. 
It's reported the new find 
includes the five books of the 
Pentateuch: Genesis, Exodus, 
Leviticus, Numbers and Deu­ 
teronom y. Scholars say, if this 
is so, the find is sensational. 
THE USSR has not closed 
its mind to joining the World 
Council of Churches. 
That 
seem s to be the logical ex­ 
planation of an article pub­ 
lished in Moscow by the Jour­ 
nal of the Moscow P atriar­ 
chate. 
The article refers to the ex­ 
change visits last March and 
June between East and West 
churchm en. One m em ber of 
the U.S. deputation was Dr. 
Franklin Clark Fry, chairm an 
of the Central Com m ittee of 
the World Council of C hurch­ 
es 
Because of his presence, 
speculation 
developed 
that 
Russia would be asked to join 
the 
World Council. 
Then, 
speculation 
developed 
that 
Russia would not change her 
1948 attitude and would re­ 
m ain apart from the World 
body. 
But the m attter is cleared 
now by rem arks in the Mos­ 
cow publication. In it, Met­ 
ropolitan Nikolai, second high­ 
est churchm an in Russia, is 
quoted as saying that the Rus­ 
sian Orthodox Church did not 
refuse to revise its 1948 at­ 
titude on the World Council. 
The Metropolitan is reported 
to have told Dr F ry that it 
would take time to reconsid­ 
er 
because 
several 
Soviet 
countries are involved. 
The article says th at Dr. 


Fry suggested to the Russian 
churchm an a m eeting this fall 
between 
representatives 
of 
the Russian church and the 
World Council, this to discuss 
questions in which both sides 
were interested. 
Observers feel the very fact 
that the details of the m atter 
were published is an encour­ 
aging sign. And by this fall, 
definite steps may be under 
way. 
THE 54TH ANNUAL Mis­ 
sions Conference has been 
held at Silver Bay, N.Y. And 
familiar but urgent reports 
were made, particularly about 
southeast Asia and its Com­ 
munism and nationalism. 
Discussion centered around 
how to m eet such problems, 
as were m entioned in one re­ 
port that said: “Communism 
has 
more 
m issionaries 
in 
southeast Asia than Protes­ 
tantism 
has 
in 
the whole 
world.” 
Dr. Kar Quimby, Methodist 
Missionary official told con­ 
ferees th at our Missionary ac­ 
tivity is handicapped because 
American Christianity tends 
to be too superficial.”

Rare Mormon 
Document 
Given To UC 


BERKELEY, July 23. — A 
docum ent dealing w ith one of 
i he 
rarest cornerstones of 
Mormon history has been do­ 
nated to the U niversity of 
California, b e r k e l e y . by 
Friends of the B ancroft Li­ 
brary. 
The rare docum ent is a 
constitution relating to the 
founding of the “ Provisional 
State of Deseret” by the Mor­ 
mons in 1849. 
T his “state” 
was proclaimed to include in 
its 
boundaries 
present-day 
Utah, parts of Colorado, Ne­ 
vada, New Mexico, Arizona, 
Idaho, and W yoming; also 
Oregon, California east of the 
Sierra, and even th a t part of 
the southern C alifornia soa- 
coa^t south of 118 degrees 30 
econds. 
Mormon com m unities were 
governed from 1849 to 1851 
under this constitution writ­ 
ten 
for the 
“.state.“ 
The 
‘ >tate” was dissolved when 
“Deseret,” which in the Book 
of Mormon m eans “honey­ 
bee,” implying industry, gave 
way to the T erritory of Utah 
in 1851. 
The “C onstitution of the 
State of D eseret.” printed in 
Kanesville, Iowa, in 1849, was 
purchased at a recent New 
York auction. Only seven cop­ 
ies 
of 
the 
docum ent 
are 
known to exist today.
